The Hon. Coleman Young, new 
mayor of Detroit, has more than 
enough problems with which to 
grapple in his fresh assignment. 

Chances are he wiii come up 
with some novel approaches to 
some of the older problems that 
have been pieguing the fargest 
concentration of Michigan 
citizens—such problems as crime, 
and housing, and urban tran- 
sportation, and others. 

These problems have rocked 
severai Geiroit mayors before ine 
Hon. Mr. Young, and several 
Michigan governors and 
legislators, too. Detroit's 
problems are Michigan's 
problems, of course, because so 
much of Michigan is in Detroit.

It may be good politics, he Is 
said fo have responded, but ‘‘it 
overlooks the problems of the 
cities and the schools.”’
